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SOUTH AUSTRALTA YEAR ENDAD 30TH JUNE, 1960 


SCOPE The details in this Bulletin were obtained in the course of the amual 
factory collection for 1959/60. For the purposes of this collection a "factory" is 
defined as an establishment in which four or more persons are employed or where power 
(other than mamal) is used in any manufacturing process. 


COM=INTS In the following tables, Table 1 shows a Summary of Principal Factory 
Statistics for the years 1955/56 to 1959/60, Table 2 details of output in various 
industries for the same period, whilst Table 3 gives a general summary for the years. 
immediately before and after the war (1938/39 and 1946/47) and for the latest five years. 
However, when comparing money values for different periods, account should be taken of 
the variations in prices which have occurred. 


Comments on some of the items shown in these tables are as followste 


NUMBER CF The number of factories in South Australia increased from 4,235 in 1958/59 
FACTORIES +o 4,683 in 1959/60, an increase of 448. 


jMMPLOYEES = ©In 1959/60 the average number of persons employed in factories over the 
vhole year (including working proprietors) reached a new peak of 99,018, 

being an increase of 4,853 over the corresponding figure for 1958/59. Average male 

employment increased from 77,427 to 81,312 and female employment from 16,738 to 17,706. 


The number actually employed at 30th June, 1960 was 100,607 - 1,589 more 
than the average for the whole year, 


SALARTUS The total amount paid during 1959/60 (excluding drawings of working 

AND “AGES proprietors) was £95,238,000,being an increase of £12,093,000 from the 
amount for 1958/59, During 1959/60 males received £85,333,000 and females 

&9,905,000, compared with 274,268,000 and £8,877,000 in 1958/59. Average wages for 

males and females during 1959/60 were £1,088 and £576 respectively, the corresponding 

figures for 1958/59 being £992 and £543. 


MATERIALS The cost of materials used in factories increased from £188,358,000 in 
AND FUEL 1958/59 to £207,636,000 in 1959/60; corresponding figures for Fuel, light, 
Water etc. were £14,590,000 and £15,093,000. Consumption figures for 
individual fuels by quantity show that 676,719 tons of Leigh Creek coal were used during 
1959/60 compared with 650,690 tons in 1958/59. Consumption of New South ‘ales coal also 
showed an increase, being 628,475 tons in 1958/59 and 738,076 tons in 1959/60. Likewise, 
oil consumption of 199,934 tons in 1959/60 was 29,352 tons higher than the corresponding 
figure for 1958/59. 


VALUE OF The gross value of output in 1959/60 was £385,702,000, an increase of 
OUTPUT 842,945,000 from that of 1958/59. Of the 140 classified industries, 112 
shoved increases in output value, whilst 28 recorded decreases. 


Industries in which the greatest increases occurred were ilotor Bodies, Plant 
& Machinery, ‘ireless, Shipbuilding, General ingineering, Motor Repairs, and Acricultural 
Implements. : 

Amongst Industries recording decreases in output were Chemical Tertilizers, 
Butter, Boxes and Cases (wooden), Paints, and Dressmaking and :iillinery. 
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VALUE OF The value of output referred to above includes all costs including materials 
PRODUCTION fuel, etc. when the output of all factories is aggregated, the value of 
materials will be counted more than once if they pass through more than one 
factory before reaching the finished stage. To this extent the value of output is not 
suitable for use as a measure of the value of factory production. A better measure of 
the value of work done in factories is obtained by deducting from output value the cost of 
raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, tools replaced, and repairs to 
plant. The net result thus obtained represents the value added in the process of 
manufacture, and this is knowm as Production Value. The total for 1959/60 was £162,974, 00 
compared with £139,810,000 in 1958/59 an increase of £23,164,000 or 16.57%. 


PRIMISES The value recorded for Land and Buildings increased from £66,278,000 in 
AND PLANT 1958/59 to £77,632,000 in 1959/60, the corresponding figures for Plant and 

Machinery being £84,749,000 and £98,241,000. Estimated values for rented 
premises and plant have been included in these figures. 


COMPARISON Compared with the prewar year 1938/39, factories have increased from 2,067 
WITH 1938/39 +0 4,683; employees from 43,371 to 99,0183; value of output from £35,005,000 

to £385,702,000; value of production from £13,679,000 to. £162,974,000; and 
value of land, buildings, plant and machinery from £18,460,000 to £175,873,000.
